San Francisco, Jan. 4.—T he collision 
a t sea early T hursday m orning be­ 
tw een the steam sh ip W alla W alla and 
an unknow n sailing vessel resu lted in 
th e sinking of the steam er and th e 
probable 
loss of at least 20 lives. 
T he W alla W alla, ow ned by the Pacific 
C oast S team ship com pany, sailed from 
San F rancisco Jan . I for Puget sound 
ports. 
She carried 36 first-class pas­ 
sengers. 28 second-class and a crew of 
80 m en. 
W hen off Cape M endocino 
on th e C alifornia coast, at 4:10 T h u rs­ 
day m orning, an iron bark, believed to 
be French, loom ed up in the haze and 
crashed into th e W alla W alla s bow. 
Then th e sailing vessel slid off Into th e 
d ark n ess and w as seen no more. 
AU th e passen g ers and crew of th e 
W alla W alla except th e few on w atch 
w ere asleep, but w ere aroused by the 
crash. 
T he steerag e q u arters w ere In 
th e bow, and it Is believed th a t som e 
of the steerag e passen g ers and crew 
w ere crushed to death. A big hole w as 
m ade in the ste am e r’s bow and she 
sank in 35 m inutes. 
T he officers and 
crew m aintained stric t discipline and 
boats and rafts w ere low ered. All who 
w ere not killed in th e collision got off 
except C apta.n H all, who w ent down 
w ith his ship. 
H e w as picked up 
late r by one of th e boats, uninjured 
w ith the exception of a few bruises. 
T here w as a choppy sea ru n n in g and 
th e sm all boats could not m ake a lan d ­ 
ing on th e shore, a few m iles d istan t, 
T hey drifted abo ;t all day and finally 
65 people w cr picked up by the steam ­ 
er I Ispatcb. w! ich took tv.em to En 
reka.

to be handled in a su pplem entary m es­ 
sage. 
T he in vestigations which will 
be m ade and w hich will supplem ent ] 
those already m ade are the tra n sp o r­ 
tatio n of packing house products and 
dressed beef; the B urlington-N orthern 
Pacific-G reat N orthern com bination; 
grain and grain products to e astern 
and 
seaboard 
points, 
and 
packing 
house products and dressed beef. 
W hile th e packing house m en are 
ap p aren tly shunning th e investigation 
th e railroad m en are not seeking to 
avoid it. 
M any of them believe th a t 
anything is b etter th an th e p resent 
conditions and th a t w ith stab le rates 
would com e low er rates, to th e g reat 
benefit of th e en tire country.
